New York, Nov. 6.— Following 
are the results of the elections held 
Tuesday as indicated at this hour 

In New York city Tammany is 
elected by about 30.000 plurality. 

In Brooklyn the McCarren ticket 
is probably elected by a narrow ma- 
jority. 

In New York state Edward T. and 
Willard Bartlem joint nominees of 
the democrats and republicans, are 
elected and the legislature remains 
strongly republican. 

In New Jersey the election is close, 
with indications pointing to the 
election of F. S. Katzenbach. demo- 
crat, by a small majority for Gov. 
ernor. 



The Re mblicana made no fight in 
city politics in Hopkinsville, and 
there will be only two changes in 
thai present council and no political 
change. In six of the seven wards 
the contests were altogether one- 
sided. In five of these the Demo- 



jority of 254, the only ward in the 
city which gave the Democratic 
nominee for Mayor a majority over 
his Republican opponent. 

Mr. Grinstead's majority over 
Mr. Tyler, with a few precincts mis- 
sing, is 4,251, which is just 3,158 
under the majority polled by Mr. 

The entire 
Democratic county ticket was de- 
feated by majorities which do not 
leave the result in doubt. 

Willson's Big Lead. 

Returns from ninety-five counties 
out of a total of 119, with scattered 
precincts missing, give Augustus E. 
Willson. the Republican candidate, 
a lead of 9,679 votes over S. W. Ha- 1 
ger, the Democratic candidate for 
governor. 

Of the missing twenty-four coun- 
ties, twelve are usually Democratic 
and the same number are usually 
Republican. The missing counties 
and the way they usually cast their 
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vote cast in 1900. The comparison 
with the results in that race were 
not exactly fair, however, as Beck- 
ham won by a majority of 26,000 and 
it was seen early that the race would 
be a close one after the result in 
Louisville was known. The Republi- 
can vote also fell off in the mount- 
ains, or there was no gain over 1900. 

Some of The Surprises. 

One of the greatest surprises in 
the returns from the Eleventh dis- 
trict was when Napier Adam was 
found to be running ahead of the 
Republican ticket when it was 
throught that he would run several 
hundred votes behind. On account 
of the factional fight in Pulaski it 
was thought that the Republican 
ticket would run behind the vote 
cast in 1900 and it was thought cer- 
tain that Adams would be scratched, 
but the reverse was true and he U d 
the whole ticket.

Something New In the Line of Break- 
fast Preparations— A Quick Des- 
sert — Preparation of Rib- 
bon Sandwiches. 

Dainty Breakfast Dish.— Equal parts 
of toast crumbs, chopped boiled ham, 
and a small piece of butter. Put In 
buttered muffin rings and break an 
egg on top. Place In oven until egg 
ia Juet the right consistency. Slip a 
pancake turner under them and re- 
move to a warm platter, then gently 
run a knife around the ring, removing 
It and leaving your muffin shaped 
dainty. This may be garnished with 
crlap pieces of bacon. 

Quick Dessert.— Heat the whites of 
four eggs, add four tablespoons sugar, 
four of cocoa. Hake in a pudding dish 
in modernte oven about 15 minutes. 
Serve at once with whipped cream. 

Raspberry Ice.— Three tablespoon- 
fula of sugar, one cupful of raspber- 
ries, one-third cupful water, one tea- 
apoonful of lemon juice. Sprinkle 
raspberries with sugar, cover, and let 
stand one hour; then mash and 
squeeze through clwesecloth to press 
out as much juice as possible. Add

Juicy Roast.— Heat some beef fat In 
an Iron pan or broad kettle. Put the 
meat Into It and with a fork stuck In 
the fat part turn until It is a fine 
brown on all sides. This Is done to 
keep in the juices. Put into a hot 
oven elevated from the bottom. Now 
in five minutes you will And the top 
dried, which will make it necessary to 
dip the hot fat from the pan over the 
top of the meat. Repeat every few 
minutes. Add no water to the pan. 
When half done add salt and pepper, 
as It wtil toughen if seasoned before. 

Vegetable Soup for Hay Stove. — 
Clean soup bone and put in large hay 
stove bucket; add water, salt and pep- 
per to taste; two carrots chopped fine; 
one good sized onion; two bay leaves; 
six allspice berries; one-quarter cup 
of rice* Cook one half hour on fire. 
Then remove to hay stove and leave 
ten hours. 

Ribbon 8andwlches.— Ribbon sand- 
wiches are pretty on the plate. Rye 
bread and white bread In alternating 
layers, with cream cheese between, or 
Boston brown bread and white bread, 
or graham and white will give the 
ribbon effect. Another Idea requires 
three square, thin slices of white 
bread and two corresponding slices of 
whole-wheat bread. Butter a slice of 
white bread and cover It with a fill- 
ing made of egg paste, then put upon 
it a slice of whole wheat bread and 
butter that and cover with egg paste. 
On top of that place another slice of 
white bread and repeat the operation

Of Threatened Trouble. 



Omaha, Neb, Nov. 6.— Orders 
were received at army headquarters 
in Omaha to dispatch the remaining 
two squadrons of the Second United 
States Cavalry composed of eight 
companies, to Thunder Butte, S. D., 
At the earliest possible moment. 
The command left Fort Des Moines 
last night. Company M. Sixteenth 
Infantry, under command of Capt.

BLOOD AT LEXINGTON, 



One Man Killed and Three 
Others Wounded. 



Lexington, Ky., Nov. 6.— In ades- 
perate election fight here one man 
was killed and three others.one a re- 
publican candidate, and a policeman, 
were fatally shot. 

The dead man, Clyde CampbelL 
brought on the fight when he came 
to the assistance of his father, Mr. 
W. R. Campbell, candidate for coua- 
cilman on the Republican tieket, 
who was arguing with a Democratic 
policeman, Michael Murphy. The 
two Campbells and Murphy began 
to shoot. When the smoke cleared 
away all were down.

Young 
Campbell and Murphy seemed to 
have shot the first.
